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REMARKS 

In the Office Action, claims 1-31, 38-41, 48-51 and 58 were rejected. Claims 32- 
37, 42-47 and 52-57 were objected to. By the present Response, claims 1-4, 8, 13-16, 19, 
24, 26, 29, 39 and 49 are amended. Upon entry of the amendments, claims 1-58 will be 
pending in the present patent application. Reconsideration and allowance of all pending 
claims are requested. 

Applicants note that the claims 8, 13, 19 and 26 have been amended to correct 
informalities. Further, claims 1-4, 14-16, 24, 29, 39 and 49 are amended to recite subject 
matter indicated by the Examiner as allowable. No new subject matter is added. 

Rejections Under 35 U.S.C. §102 

Claims 1-2, 8-10, 14-15, 19-21, 29-31, 38-41 and 48 stand rejected under 35 
U.S.C. §102(b) as being anticipated by WO 03/071307 Al (hereinafter "MoUov"). 
Claims 1, 14, 29, and 39 are independent. All of the recited claims are believed to be 
patentable as cited below. 

Independent Claim 1 and Claims Depending Therefrom. 

The Examiner indicated that claims 32-37 recite allowable subject matter. By the 
present response, independent claim 1 has been amended to include recitation of a 
substantially transparent material and subject matter similar to subject matter presented in 
claims 32-37. Therefore, amended independent claim 1 is believed to be in condition for 
allowance. 

Furthermore, claim 2 has been amended to include subject matter similar to 
subject matter presented in claims 32-33. Similarly, claim 3 has been amended to include 
subject matter similar to subject matter presented in claims 36-37. In addition, claim 4 
has been amended to more particularly point out and distinctly claim the recited subject 
matter. 
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Independent Claim 14 and Claims Depending Therefrom, 

Independent claim 14 has been amended include recitation of a substantially 
transparent material and subject matter similar to subject matter presented in claims 32-37 
indicated as allowable by the Examiner. Therefore, claim 14 is believed to be in 
condition for allowance. 

Furthermore, claim 15 has been amended to include subject matter similar to 
subject matter presented in claims 32-33. Similarly, claim 16 has been amended to 
include subject matter similar to subject matter presented in claims 36-37. 

Independent Claim 29 and Claims Depending Therefrom. 

Independent claim 29 has been amended include subject matter similar to subject 
matter presented in claims 32-37 indicated as allowable subject matter by the Examiner. 
Therefore, for at least the above reason, the present technique as claimed in amended 
independent claim 29 is believed to be in condition for allowance. 

Independent Claim 39 and Claims Depending Therefrom, 

Independent claim 39 has been amended to include subject matter similar to 
subject matter presented in claims 42-47 indicated as allowable by the Examiner. 
Therefore, amended independent claim 39 is believed to be in condition for allowance. 

Rejections Under 35 V.S.C. S103 

Claims 3-5, 7, 11-13, 16-18, 22-28, 49-51 and 58 were rejected in view of various 
prior art reference combinations. 
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Independent Claim 24 and Claims Depending Therefrom. 

Independent claim 24 has been amended include recitation of a substantially 
transparent material and subject matter similar to subject matter presented in claims 32-37 
indicated as allowable by the Examiner. Therefore, Applicants respectfully submit that 
amended independent claim 24 is in condition for allowance. 

Further, claims 25-28 depend directly or indirectly on independent claim 24. 
Accordingly, Applicants submit that claims 25-28 are allowable by virtue of their 
dependency from an allowable base claim, as well as for the subject matter they 
separately recite. 

Independent Claim 49 and Claims Depending Therefrom. 

By the present response, independent claim 49 has been amended to include 
recitation of a substantially transparent material and subject matter similar to subject 
matter presented in claims 52-57 indicated as allowable subject matter by the Examiner. 
Therefore, amended independent claim 49 is in condition for allowance. 

Dependent Claims 

All dependent claims are believed to be clearly allowable at least by virtue of their 
dependency from an allowable base claim.
